She is naturally the queen 
of the home and should have title to 
the possession. 


"The unpatriotic act which some see 


In the admiral's deed to his wife has 
no foundation. A man Is none the less 
a patriot and lover of his country be- 
cause he makes the home where his 
wife and children live secure in the 
wife against his business enterprises 
and too frequent improvident specula- 
tions. 


"I believe that the convention of 


mothers recently assembled in Lancas- 
ter missed their opportunity for bene- 
fiting women by not parsing a resolu- 
tion commending the admiral for his 
act and thereby encourage men who 
are fortunate enough to have wives 
and homes to put the title in the wife 
and make it secure against possible un- 
fortunate 
business enterprises and 


speculations. 


"I do not mean by that that a man 


should be encouraged in putting his 
property in his wife's name, but where 
he has a home that he owns his first 
duty is to his wife and children, and 
the title to that, at least, should be and 
remain in the wife. Dewey has set an 
example which it would be well for 
husbands and fathers to follow."

length five feet in width. The contract was 
let last May to the Piltiburg Bridge Company 
for $16,890.

It certainly seems at first sight to be an 


economic dungei this educating of the 
laboring mnn and woman to be far too 
good for laboier's work. Let us cast oni 
thoughts, however, over a wider horizon 
and see how the decades that bring tho 
peril are also bringing the remedy. Scienci 
is steadily sweeping away all those hurj- 
•blest classes of employment. Hardly any 
man has now to toil up ladders with the 
hod of bricks upon his shoulder. 
The 


donkey engine does the purely animal 
part o£ the work. The reaper is replaced 
by the machine, and the plowman is fast 
receding as the steam plow makes its ap- 
pearance. 
We rarely see long lines of 


men laden with coal bugs running up 
plaiiks as in the olden days. The need of 
men to do the work of horses is steadily 
diminishing. 


It is true that Science has by no means 


conquered the whole domain. There is 
still much scrubbing of floors to be done 
by men and women on bended knees, and 
coal is still hewn out with pick and ax 
and the use of muscle, with but little use 
of- brains. And yet, even in our fertile 
country, science never works by revolu- 
tion, but only by progress. 
One domain 


after another has gone. Where are now 
the armies of water earners and chair 
porters and night men and sawyers whom 
pur grandfathers used to require? Imag- 
ine if ships had still to be moved by gal- 
ley rowers what millions would be doom- 
ed to a beastlike toil. 


Some parts of the big domain of tinre- 


flected labor will long be left untouched, 
but the process is going forward, and it 
is clear that while education is rendering 
tho lower classes unlit for the humblest 
soits of occupations, science is steadily 
sweeping away these occupations. It 
would be too much to hope that these 
processes should be at all times strictly 
proportioned to one another. But in the 
general drift of things they are compen- 
satoiy, and if we only give to science a 
reasonable time it will leave us none of 
that labor to bo done which requires an 
uneducated laborer. 


Then conies the uneasy question as to 


v.'hat is to become of the classes thus de- 
prived of occupation. The working class- 
es themselves often curse the progress of 
invention and are tempted to look upon 
it a& no friend to their welfare. There 
are now, it is true, no longer any ma- 
chine breaking frenzies, but the difficulty 
often arises in an acute, though silent, 
suffering. Unfortunately society has al- 
ways to travel to 
peimanent good 


through transitory ills. When an army 
of compositors is dismissed because some 
one has invented a machine, there is ex- 
cuse for some bitterness of feeling. And 
yet there was a time when a whole army 
of manuscript book copiers had to give 
way before the advent of the compos- 
itor. 


But the difficulty is always evanescent, 


for here, too, there are compensating in- 
fluences at work. For if science is abol- 
ishing occupations at the lower end of 
the scale, she is cieatmg new ones at the 
top. Think of the hundieds of thousands 
of men who in England ate now employ- 
ed in callings that had no existence GO

MOURNING STATIONERY. 


The Black Borderer nnd How She 


I»oc» Her Work. 


Niuetj-nine people in every hundred, 


when they receive funereal looking mis- 
sives with black edges on envelopes and 
paper that give them cold shivers down 
their spines, take it for granted that the 
black edges are put on with a prmtiug 
press. Nine in ten of the retail station- 
ers who sell this paper are of the same 
mind. All are alike mistaken. 


It is because even the printing press 


has its limitations that th" black boider- 
er is called on to satisfy the demand for 
mourning stationery, and members of 
this obscure craft—most of them women 
—find good in the wind that blows ill to 
others. 


The hluck borderer is unique in earn- 


ing larger wages probably than are paid 
to women in any other tiafle that le- 
quires only manual dexterity and a true 
eye. 
Shi' makes frequently as much ns 


$35 a week, and the most expert black 
borderers have been paid even $40 a 
week. 


Wearing black tips on the ends of her 


fingers to shield them, she sits at a broad 
table, on which a pot of glossy black 
paint, with a Hat brush in it, is flanked 
by piles of fresh stock, it may be cards, 
envelopes or paper. 
, 


Taking 20, 30 or even SO sheets of pa- 


per in her hands, according to quality 
and the width of border to be put on, she 
spreads them, or "fans" them out, as she 
says, till the edge of each protrudes be- 
yond that of the one above it just far 
enough tu leave exposed the width it is 
desired to make the border. This spread- 
ing is not done at right angles to the edge 
of the sheet, but diagonally, so that bor- 
ders on one side and one cud of the 
sheets arc exposed at once. 


All tins is done quick as a wink, but it 


must be done just so. The width expos- 
ed must be the same for the different 
•sheets, and the border of any one sheet 
must be of the same width all the way 
along. This much done, the handful is 
given a quick outward sweep with the 
brush and laid aside to dry. No rule is 
used. 
The eye alone determines when 


the paper has been fanned out far 
enough 
B&ch bunch handled must be 


not only uniform within itself, but with 
other hamlfuls of the same lot. 


Cards, envelopes and other stationery 


are handled in the same way. After the 
two edges treated at the first handling are 
dry, which is in a short time; since quick 
drying paint is used, the paper is fanned 
out again and the other edges clad in 
mourning, -Chicago Tribune. 


years ago—the telegtnphers and phonog- 
rapheis and machinists of a hundred 
kinds. In the last decade or two'what 
an army of skilled men has been de- 
manded by the invention of the bicycle, 
the telephone and the electric light! 


As compared with 100 years ago, think 


of the long array of marine nnd locomo- 
tive engineers, the chemists, the journal- 
ists, the diaftsmen, the teachers, the 
postmen, railway poiters and tram con- 
ductors. What a multitude of callings 
are there which are either new or else 
newly stocked, so that, while the popula- 
tion has quadrupled, their ranks have 
been multiplied n hundredfold. But it is 
the entirely new employments that strike 
the mind most forcibly, and any one who 
runs his eye down a census of the occupa- 
tions of the people will satisfy himself 
that in England of the present day one- 
fifth part of. the adult male population 
find their livelihood iu callings that had 
no existence 100 voars ago. 


Thus while science takes away with 


one hand it libeially bestows with the 
other, but what it takes away are the 
low class occupations, and what it gives 
are the high class ones, demanding intel- 
ligence aud cultivating it. The general 
tendency is therefore humanizing. 


But of course it never happens that the 


coal heaver, when thrown out of work by 
the intioduction of a steam crane, can go 
away and get a place in one of the newly 
created superior callings. He is. not such 
a fool as to waste his time in applying 
for an opening as an electrical engineer. 
But there is a gradual cieeping up that is 
always taking place. And yet the trans- 
fer is much less effected by the promotion 
of individauls than by promotion of gen- 
erations. 


No doubt it sometimes happens that 


the intelligent plumber steps into the new 
opening for an electrical engineer and 
leaves a gap which some one of an inferi- 
or calling steps into, the' gaps being failed 
in succession until perhaps the riveter, 
thrown out of work by the introduction 
of hydiaiilic machinery, finds a vacancy 
at last and steps into it. But it more fre- 
quently^, happens, thai the plumber edu- 
cates his son to be an electrical engineer, 
and the carter appientices his boy to the 
plumber, and the dock laborer sees his 
young folks aspiring to be carters. 


Thus the general drift of the whole so- 


cial scale is steadily upward in propoi- 
tion as science provides intelligent occu- 
pations at the upper end and abolishes 
those that are more Or less brutelike at 
the lower, and so humanity as a whole is 
the gainer. There is theiefore no leason 
to feel uneasy at a prospect of ovcreduca- 
tion.—Nineteenth Century.

Tbe building of the ark proves that the 


family of Noah must have possessed aud 
transmitted a large inheritance of knowl- 
edge aud skill in arts that were common 
to men before the flood. The magnitude 
and seaworthiness of that great specimen' 
of antediluvian marine architecture—not 
less than GOO feet in length and 100 iu 
breadth and with its thiee decks at least 
60 feet in depth—is a conclusive testimo- 
ny to a proficiency in the aits such as we 
should expect from the immense advan- 
tage at wuicL men worked who had hun; 
dreds of years iu which to accumulate 
skill, experience and methods, instead of 
dropping their life -noils as soon as well 
begun, like the artisans and engineers o: 
the present day. 


With lives ten times as long and vigor- 


ous as ours, how long would it have tak- 
en the antediluvians to fill up the eastern 
hemisphere, or both hemispheres? 
Al- 


lowing them the 1,U5G years of Moses 
chronology for a maximum, we shall 
stand aghast at oiu own figutes if we 
take the smallest coujectuiable ratio of 
increase in computing the population en- 
gulfed by the deluge. At only three times 
the postdiluvian ratio, or 4.5 per century, 
the population would have passed the 
present number of mankind in a little 
more than 12 centuries, and when that 
great day of destruction carue the flood 
would have found as its inconceivable 
prey a population 400 times as large as 
the eaith now sustains. 


Although the antediluvian patriarchs, 


with their average lifetime of nine centu- 
ries, be assumed to correspond to our 
present "oldest inhabitant," who may av- 
erage nt most nine decades, we must still 
infer that the geneial average of human 
life was in like manner ten times as long 
by nature before the flood as now. Of it- 
self this lengthened teim must have sev- 
eral times multiplied the present ratio of 
increase in population. The much great- 
er proportion of persons who lived to be-- 
come parents, with the lengthened term 
of parentage in the individual, must have 
still further multiplied the ratio of in- 
crease. 


After making all possible allowances, 


or even supposing no greater ratio of in- 
crease in the worst of the antediluvian 
centuries than has prevailed since, we are 
compelled to accept the Mosaic chronolo- 
gy as the longest that the limits of prob- 
ability and of the capacity of the eastern 
hemisphere will bear. 
And not only so 


but the deluge itself becomes another 
logical necessity. That utter destruction 
of all the families of the earth save one 
was the only alternative to an overcrowd- 
ing of the eaith.—Salvation.

A unique and beautiful gift wag pre 


sected to Louis XIV of France by a 
Genoese, Gianetino Sameria. It was a 
pearl weighing 100 grains and had been 
brought from the Indies by one of this 
gentleman's relatives. 
But the mosi 


striking part of the matter was not its 
weight, but its form. It was the exact 
shape of the torso of a man from the 
neck to the knees. Sanieria had the pear, 
mounted in so artistic a manner that il 
was the wonder of the French court. 


The pearl was utilized for the body of 


an armed warrior. The head and arms 
were of hammered gold, tacked to the 
pearl by gold nails. 
'r>ie casque and 


plumes were also made of gold and set 
with diamonds. 
The cloak and sash 


were of gold enameled in blue with gold 
fleur-de-lis scattered over it; the legs 
fiom the knees down were of gold: the 
lance was of gold, with a single diamond 
for its head, shaped to a point. Three 
large diamonds form a perfect fleur-de- 
lis and are surmounted by a gold crown, 
set wilh diamonds, having a small fleur- 
de-lis on top. 
An angel, also made of 


hammered gold and carrying a trumpet 
in one hand, supports the large fleur-de- 
lis and crown with the other.
